ance 1946 was’ passed. 


“The effect of that Ordinance 
was to suspend for one year the 
necessity to elect these two ad.

Official estimates have been 
fsaued in Washington of the 
United Staten external balance 
of .pnyments for 1946, together 
with n forecast of'the 1947 
figures. Thé importance = of 
these figures Hes in the fact 
that ‘they Indicate how short of 
dollars the world Is likely to be. 

The estimates are} summarin- 
ed In the table at the’end of this 
article, Broadly apenking In 1946 
the world pald $15,264 millions 
for American yoda and ser- 
vices, and also in interest and 
dividenda on the foreign Invest- 
ments of the United States, In 
return, the world — received 
$7,131 millions for yooda and 
services supplier! to the United 
States and for dividends on for- 
eign — enpitn) invested Jn the 
United States. c 

This left a deficit of $8,153 
millions. Lend-lense, grants to 
ULN.R.R.A., supplies ta oc- 
cupled countries, and other Gov. 
‘ernment ss granta provided for 
$2,631 millions of this defielt, 
while loans by the United Stutes 
Government and official ngrencies 
provided $3,319 millions (draw- 
ings on the British credit line 
during 1946 are retarned nt 
$600 millions, equal to not quite 
£160 millions). The remaining, 
margin of $2,283 millions Is 
coveret by varlons long-term 
capital movements, inwards and 
outwards; by a net outflow of 
$673 = millions in respect of 
private remittances of — funda;
